BOYCOTT ROUTE 


Sm all Combine Against 
the Ledger 


Playing w ith a Double­ 
Edged Weapon. 


I t has been well k now n to the p r o ­ 
p rie to r of the L e d g e r that, a coterie of 
politicians of th e dem ocratic fultb, a id ­ 
ed by u few m u g w u m p s who are a n y ­ 
th in g for gain, h a v e combined to w ork 
ag ain st th e L e d g e r. 
This fact h a s 
caused no sleepless hours. 
R igh tly In ­ 
te rp re te d it is com p lim en tary to t h e 
Influence of the L e d g e r in this county. 
C om binations are n o t formed a g ain st 
th e weaklings of journalism or a n y 
o th e r cause. 
It is alw ays tlio stro n g 
one th a t awakens jealousies and causes 
a. concentrations of effort to co un teract 
Its effect. 
H eretofo re we have paid 
little heed to such things. T h e L ed ger 
is firmly en trenched in public esteem — 
th e outcome of o v e r th irty years’ e x ­ 
perience in A m a d o r coucty. d u rin g 
w hich n o ta so lita ry ins anee can be 
cited in which th is paper failed to a c t 
up to its honest convictions of d u ty . 
Of late years we hav e been c o n te n t 
w ith the business t h a t from choice an d 
appreciation of o u r course n atu rally 
g rav ita ted our w ay, w ithout ou sh in g 
for business. 
T h e “ silly Willies” of 
th e profession, w ith tactics on a p a r 
w ith th e ir m ental brand, have pu rsu ed 
th e ir calling com paratively unopposed, 
w orking quietly w ith th e aid of th e 
confederated g u n g to d iv ert business 
from th e L ed ger, 
and to abuse its 
editor.

In o th er w ords, we have been 
asked to furnish m oney to be used in 
try in g to pull t h e Ledger down by 
th ro w iu g ail p a tro n a g e to th e o t h e r 
office. 
For our o w n protection a g a in s t 
su ch low-down tactics, we have resolved 
n ever to place o u r nam e on any s u b ­ 
scription list for celebration, or a n y 
quasi-public affair, except on th e d is ­ 
tin c t u n d e rsta n d in g 
th a t 
w h a te v e r 
p rin tin g or a d v e rtis in g m ight be r e ­ 
quired, it must be e ith e r divided o r let 
by contract to th e low est bidder. 
L ast 
week a n en tertain m en t 
w as 
staged here ostensibly for th e benelit 
of tho Episcopal c h u re h , with rl) p e r 
cen t of the net proceeds to be gobbled 
up by the m a n a g e r from outside t h e 
county. 
N oticing th a t the Ledger w as 
being ignorod as it had been in a p r e ­ 
vious profit-sharing affair under t h e 
sam e m anagem ent, 
th e 
manager,

s tra n g e r to us, w as interviewee on t h e 
subject. 
Such e n te rta in m e n ts d e p e n d 
for success upon t h e patronage of a ll 
clusses, and politics and narrow p e r ­ 
sonal prejudices a r e supposed to be c a s t 
aside for the co m m on good. 
T o the L ed g er representative th e 
show m anager sim u la te d surprise t h a t 
th e re wers two p a p e rs in Jackson.

MIX-UP. 


A peculiar situation has developed, under the beauties of 
the direct primary law, *iti the first congressional district. 
T h e opposition to W . F. Euglcbright— as faithful all-round 
representative as California has ever had— has taken on a 
unique complexion. 
On the democratic side Judge John E. 
R ak er aspires for the honor of being the nominee. 
Judge 
John L. Childs is a contestant for the republican nomination. 
These men are at present occupying positions on the superior 
bench. Raker is superior judge of Modoc county, and Childs 
fills the same office in Del Norte county. 
In addition to his 
judicial functions judge Raker lias found time to do politics 
on a state-wide scale, having been chairman of the democratic 
state central committee. 
The incongruity of dealing out law 
decisions from the bench, guiding the water-logged craft of 
California democracy, and running for congress all at the 
same time, was too much of a load even for a man of judge 
R a k e r ’s varied accomplishments, so he issued a decree of 
partial divorce. 
W ith a keen sense to business, he recently 
let go of the political chairmanship job— a garden spot of 
trouble and a desert from a salary viewpoint. 
He holds on 
to the salaried berth of superior judge of Modoc county, how­ 
ever, and in the event of his nomination for cougress, which 
is a foregone conclusion, he proposes to continue to hold on 
until the votes are counted in November, and doubtless long 
after that in the probable outcome of an adverse verdict at the 
polls 
It is a wise financial maxim not to tlirow up a cer­ 
tainty for an uncertainty, but the rule does not always apply 
in political emergencies. 
Now, judge Childs is credited with 
a like resolve to hold down the sure thing superior judgeship 
of Del Norte county while making his canvass for congres­ 
sional honors. 
T he democratic papers throughout the dis­ 
trict are now engaged in chanting the praises of judge 
Childs, and urging his nomination by the republicans. 
T he 
flood of literature and advertising matter that is sweeping 
over the district m ay have something to do with this voyage 
of discovery on the part of democrats into republican terri­ 
tory. 
But probably the real motive is strictly partisan. 
A 
superior judge while making a canvass for a. purely political 
office, at the same time drawing salary as judge from both 
state and county, would be open 
to criticism. 
He would be 
badlv handicapped against a competitor free from such en­ 
tanglements. 
W h y diis willingness, they m ight ask, to 
break faith with his Modoc constituency and the democratic 
party by a surrender of the judgeship to be filled by a re­ 
publican governor. 
But if the republican congressional can­ 
didate is in the same fix, all such argumentative guns are 
put out of commission. 
Honors are easy 011 that score. 
It 
would be folly to raise an objection from the republican 
ranks that might with equal force be echoed back from the 
democratic camp. 
It is not surprising that democrats are 
whooping it up for a republican candidate. 
It is perhaps 
good politics, although questionable patriotism and morality, 
so to do. 
It is a rehearsal of the game played in the gover­ 
norship fight, where the democrats are shouting the praises 
Hiram Johnson as a model standard-bearer for the repub­ 
licans, and are registering by thousands as republicans for 
the purpose of voting for him at the primaries, and voting 
against him in November. 
T h is is an entirely different 
proposition from a democratic voter registering his dissatis­ 
faction with his party candidate by voting for his rival repub­ 
lican candidate at his own party primary, with the honest 
intention of voting the same way at the election. 
That is his 
unquestioned right as a citizen, and involves uo moral tur­ 


pitude. 
Republicans will be wary about taking their cue from 
democratic sources after the fashion herein outlined.

Qtwili fixation of Signora of Nomination Papers— 
Signor must be enrolled on groat register of 191(1 
and registered as affiliated with the same party 
(Republican or Democrat as the case may be) as 
the candidate whose nomination paper lie signs. 
Ho must sign but one paper for each o tlco to be 
voted for, but may sign one paper for every office 
to be voted for in his district. 
Number of Signatures,—Not lows than 
per 
centner moro than 10 percent of the total vote 
cast for the elector who received the largest vote 
of his party at the preceding presidential elec­ 
tion. Signatures must be secured in at least one 
fourth of the election precincts in which the 
candidate is to be voted for. 
Verification Deputies—Each candidate may 
designate, for the purpose of soliciting signa­ 
tures, one or more special verification deputies, 
who qualify by filing with the County Clerk 
nn affidavit setting forth such selection as 
deputy The same deputy may be designated by 
a number of candidates for different offices In 
the same party. 
No candidate is permitted to verify signatures 
to his own nomination papers.

RAKER RAKED 


Hon. John F,. Raker, superior )0dge 
nf Modoc countv, has resigned the 
chairmanship of the democratic state 
committee, a position he has held 
for nearly two years past as a deputy 
for Theodore Bell, that he mav devote 
his entire attention to running for con­ 
gress in the first district. 
He should 
have first resigned from the bench -in­ 
deed, he should have resigned the 
superior judgeship when he accepted the 
position of campaign manager for a poli­ 
tical party. It is incompatible with the 
dignity of the judicial office for a 
magistrate to he so active in partisan 
politics as Judge Raker has been. 
It is true there is not enough litiga 
tion in Modoc county to keep Judge 
Raker busy, but that is no reason why 
he should devote all his spare* time to 
the activities of politics. It is right as 
an American citizen to run for congress 
or any office that catches his fancy, but 
the framers of the state constitution 
clearly indicated that they did not deem 
it proper for a itidge on the bench to 
run for political office. 
As a general rule the principal laid 
down in the constitution has heen res­ 
pected, hut Judge Raker pays no heed to 
it. Possibly he has never read the or­ 
ganic law of the state. 
Had he been 
acquainted with that document he would 
hardly have taken upon himself the 
duties of campaign manager .while oc­ 
cupying a seat on the superior bench. 
He resigns the chairmanship now be­ 
cause, being a candidate for congress, 
he will have no time to devote to the 
democratic state committee. 
But what 
about the iiidicial office he holds? Will 
he suspend the business of his court 
while he goes around seeking Votes?—
